The managers of the Bar association have per- 
formed their duty and decent citizenship of Chi- 
cago will be grateful to them for the service. Con- 
ditions have developed in this city which are the 
gravest threat to its good name and hopes of good 
governmént.

Inevitably our influence is 
egeinst war and the pacifist wants to make that 
influepse as light as possible by making us {n- 
capabie of backing it with our full strength.

he was not asking any outside agency 
to run the school system. What he 
hopes to accomplish, he said, was to 
solve the problem of providing ade- 
quate junior college facilities to stu- 
dents in the city. He pointed out 
that Crane junior college was expect- 
ing an enroliment of over 4,000 stu- 
dents at the fall term and the problem 
of obtaining competent teachers for 
that vine ad of students was difficult. 


At the same time he said teachers 
in the junior college would be required 
to pass more thorough tests this year 
than ever before. Each teacher will 
be asked to prepare a thesis on his or 
her particular subject and be required 
to pass an examination on the thesis 
subject before qualifying.
